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of the Salt Lake Church, as an apoatacy 
from the faith of llie Latter Day Saints, and 
to preach tho original doctrines of the 
Church. A monthly periodical will be pub- 
lished in this city forthwith, to bo called tho 
True Latter Day Saint and Anti- Poly gamists 1 
Organ. Elders an; to be sent to Utah to 
reclaim those backsliders, and if those el- 
ders are cut down while engaged in work, 
"the blood of the martyrs will bo the seed 
of the Church." The speakers at the con- 
ference expressed an abhorrence of the evils 
which had overthrown the Church and a 
determination to expell such persons from 
the Church in luture. They spoke with ex- 
traordinary energy and divine influence, 
and with unbounded love for the faithful, 
and also for the backsliders and for all man- 
kind.

The Diminution of Rains. 



The following remarks nu the causes 
and consequences of the diminution of 
rain in all countries are by M. A. Dein- 
blinsky, professor of chemistry.: — "It is de- 
monstrated that during the last eight years 
an increase of rising tracks of land has 
taken place, ami that the majority of rivers 
receeil to much lower betls, losing a great 
amount of their usual volume of water, and 
raise an abundance of fossils and weeds, 
which soon form layers for dry land, and 
increase the solitl matter of the globe. Tin? 
same effect is caused by tin 1 increase of 
population and tho progress of science and 
aris, by the decay or refuse of matter. — 
Large forests are consumed by the great de- 
mand for the erection of habitations, ship- 
building, domestic and agricultural employ- 
ments and industry, by which means the 
reflection of light must increase, ami there- 
by a smaller amountof evaporation or hu- 
midity muai be caused, ami in consequence 
a loss amonnt of rain is produced, so thai 
the formation of land is favoured. The 
phenomenon of the Nile in Kaypt not hav- 
ing overflowed during llie iast mouth of 
June, and the coast area of tho Baltic having 
recedetl for about a quarter a mile, ami 
similar events visible in -all rivers, substan- 
tiate the fact. We come now to the ques- 
tion, what results anil conequences emanate 
from it ! And, as far as human calculation 
permits, we find already striking proofs in 
the great change of climatic condition, the 
increase of heal, ami a great amount of 
atmospheric electricity, producing virulent 
diseases, the prevalent afflictions of the 
respiratory organs, the uncommon emigra- 
tion of animals and fishes from distant cli- 
mates, the frequent boreal reflection of the 
sun, and sevoial other indications which 
would require volumes to describe. One 
universal blessing, houever will ensure, and 
that will be the disappearance ofthe potato 
disease. All bulbous plants, if for many 
years reproduced by bulbs, and not by the 
cultivation of seeds, lose a great deal of 
their saccharine and dowry substance, and 
incline to unhealthy fermentation of the. 
juice in the plants, which, during contin- 
uous rain attract certain atmospheric ani- 
malculro, and which penetrates into the 
plants to metamorphose, and thus produce 
an almost invisible maggot, which, at its 
maturity, descends from the stalk into the 
bulbs, and causes the potato disease. If, 
during an interval of dry and hot weather, 
the fermentation referred lo its prevented, 
the disease will surely disappear. This 
lesult has been established on the Continent 
whero sandy soil is prevalent, principally 
in Mark Brandenburg, in Prussia, where, by 
order of the Government, extensive trials 
instituted and produced the said effect. — 
Agriculturists ought to improve the cultiva- 
tion of potatoes by tho seeds, and their pro- 
ducts in tho third season would confirm my 
assertions. 

A New Moiuion Church. — Tho follow- 
ing curious statoment appears in tho Cincin- 
nati Commercial : 

A now organization of Latter Day Saints 
is springing up, which will do more to 
check the licentiousness and high-handed 
wickedness of the Salt Lake Mormon 
Church than all the. plans that have been 
proposed. A Conference, which continued 
four days, commenced on the 8th ult.J it 
was held at a retired farmhouse, about five 
hundred persons being in attendance. Dele- 
gates and members from nearly all parts of 
Illinois, and from Ohio, Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin and Iowa, were Ihere. This organ i/.a- 
lion will not, be completed until a son of 
Joseph Smith presides over it, but it is now 
for elders to proclaim against the iniquities 
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Mr. Greeley in one ol his letters lo the 
Tiibune, from Utah, gives tho following 
concerning this remarkable body of water. 

"That this lake should be salt is no 
anomaly. All large bodies of water into 
which steams discharge themselves, while 
they have severally no outlet, are, or should 
be, salt. If one such is fresh, that is an 
anomaly indeed. Lake Utah probably re- 
ceives as much saline matter as Salt, but 
she discharges it through the Jordan, and 
retrains herself f edi ; while Salt Lake, hav- 
ing no issue save by evaporation, is probab- 
ly the saltest body of water on earth. The 
ocean is comparatively fresh ; even the 
Mediterranean at Leghorn is not hall so 
salt. 

"I am told that three barrels of this water 
yields a bartel of jalt; that seems rather 
strong, yet its intense stillness, no one who 
has not had it in his eves, bis mouth, his 
nostrils, can realize. Von can no more sink 
in it than in a clay bank, but very little of ii 
in your lungs would sutliee to strangle you. 
You make your way in it from a hot, rocky 
beach, over a chaos of volcanic basalt thai 
is trying to the feet ; but tit a depth of a yard 
or more you have a fine sandy bottom, and 
lice the bathing is delightful. 

'■Tho water is of a light green color for 
tenor twenty tmls; then 'deeply, darkly, 
beautifully bine.' No fish can live in il ; no 
frog abides it, few birds are ever seen dip- 
ping into it. The rugged muntains in and 
abot it — just such scraped and seamed 
and gullied precipices as I have been de- 
scribing ever since 1 reached Denver — have 
a little lir and cottonwood, or quakiim asp, 
their deep ravines or behind their taller 
cliffs, but look ban- and desolate to the 
casual observer; and these cut the hike into 
sections, and hide most ot it from view. — 
Probably less than a third of it is visible 
from any single point. Bill tins suffices."

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Calumny Silenced. 

. Wherever aspirants for legislative honors 
Jack principle [lie most, there everything is 
distorted to the utmost to injure a political 
opponent ; and even falsehoods arc manu- 
factured and circulated, without the least 
shadow of truth for their foundation, lie- 
cause Mr. A. De Cosmos has been brought 
forward as a candidate to represent Victoria, 
the brains of several high officials, and par- 
ticularly certain candidates, their sympathi- 
sers and organ, has been racked to discover 
something in his history or political career 
which would damage h im in the eyes of the 
electors. Not discovering any political doc- 
trine that he has advocated which they dare 
publicly attack, because they know that the 
people sustain these as the principles of re- 
form — they have discovered that he had his 
name changed by tho Legislature of Cali- 
fornia. To their distorted imagination, this 
is taken and bandied as prima facie evidence 
of his being a citizen of the United States; 
and per consequence, disqualified here from 
being a representative. 

It is alleged by these parlies, that except 
he was an American citizen, his name could 
not have been changed. Now nothing but 
entire ignorance of the constitution and iaws 
of that State, or wilful perversity for selfish 
purposes, could induce any one to entertain, 
let alone circulate, for a moment, such a 
foundationleas allegation. 

There is no constitutional or statutory- 
provision in California, rendering a declara- 
tion of intention or citizenship necessary; 
but every foreigner in the country is entitled 
to every privilege oxcept voting and holding 
office; — and may therefore change his name 
by private act. In support of this, the opin- 
ions of two well-known legal gentlemen who 
vero members of the California bar, is here 
given; and to any reasonable person their 
opinions afford ample evidence, disproving 
in toto the foil] charge fulmiiated by Mr. 
D.'s political enemies. It is n :odless al- 
most to add that George Pearkes, Esq., is 
Ex-Crown Solicitor, and T. G. Williams, 
Esq., Registrar of the Supreme Court. Their 
opinions arc as follows :

in California i Or whether the name of a resident 
alien of California can be legally changed by the 
Legislature of that State ? 

In reply — I state (from memory only) that I 
know of no constitutional clause or proviso, nor 
of any enactment in tho statutes of California, 
that make it necessary for an alien resident, — peti- 
tioning the Legislature for the passage of a pri- 
vate act, to change his name, that, as apre-reqili- 
aile, he take the oath of allegiance to, or become a 
citizen of the United States.

Our Courts and their Powers. 



The Supreme Court of Civil Justice in 
Vancouver Island is constituted by Her Ma- 
jesty's orders in Council. These orders 
direct that Court to have cognizance of all 
pleas, and jurisdiction in all civil cases 
arising within the Colony, with jurisdiction 
over all Her Majesty's subjects, ami all other 
persons residing, anil being within tho same 
limits. They also give all such equitable 
jurisdiction, and all powers for enforcing 
antl giving effect to the same, as the High 
Cor.rt of Chancery has in England, together 
with the control and appointment of guar- 
dians of infants, and committees of the per- 
sons and estates of idiots antl lunatics, The 
Court also enjoys exclusive jurisdiction in 
all questions relating to the testacy or intes- 
tacy, and to the validity of wills of personal 
property, with power to grant probates of 
wills and letters of administration of the 
effects of deceased persons, and take the 
accounts of executors and administrators. 
This is a general outline of ihe vast powers 
which are wielded by the Judge of our Su- 
preme Court. 

We purpose lo lay before our readers a 
brief statement of what causes can be tried 
and . decided in the Supremo Court; 'and 
point out those cases which that Court has 
no power to deal with. In the first place, 
cognizance of all pleas, and jurisdiction in 
all civil cases, includes all actions for debt 
or damages, libel, slander, defamation of 
character, malicious prosecution, tresspass 
of land, assault, battery, false imprisonment, 
detention of property, breach of promise of 
marriage, seduction, and ejectment. It may 
also try and decide the validity of any be- 
quest or device, or limitation in any marriage 
settlement. 

The term " all such equitable jurisdiction 
as tho Court of Chancery has in England," 
includes the right to give relief in cases in 
which the Courts of common law either have 
not the power, or aie, from the principles of 
their constitution, unable to allord such ab- 
solute relief as the subject of tho case de- 
mands. For instance, equity will give 
relief in cases of an accidental omission or 
oversight in deeds, or a palpable mistake. 
It will likewise enforce a specific perform- 
ance of contracts, where the Courts of law 
can only jive damages for lion-fulfillment. 
It gives protection against anticipated loss 
or injury, takes cognizance ot trusts, and 
assumes a general protecting power over 
trustees, infants, lunatics and idiots; and 
will appoint guardians of their persons and 
property. It has the courtesy to consider 
the existence of a married woman as nut 
entirely merged in that of hur husband, and 
will recognize for her benefit certain rights, 
powers and privileges, which the Cuurts of 
common law do not. 

Now, though the Supreme Court of Civil 
Justice holds powers which aie entirely 
separate and distinct in England, it must 
not be supposed that it will hero administer 
both a legal and an equitable jufctioe at the 
same time; but each mode of relief i> ad- 
ministered separately, and ean only be 
obtained by following the couise pointed 
out in the rules and orders of the Conn, as 
the equitable and common law powers of 
'he Court are kept distinct, though both aie 
administered by one Judge. 

There arc several other important poiuts 
in relation to this subject, which we shall 
consider 'hereafter. 

Trail and River Improvements. — A 
dispatch arrived at Yale Dec. 20, from His 
Excellency, staling that the trail thence lo 
Lytton would be immediately put in goud 
condition, and thai the obstruct'Ons to navi- 
gation in tho river, at Emory's Bar, would 
be removed so that steamers could reach 
Yale. The intelligence was received with 
tli a greatest manifestation of pleasure by the 
citizens ; a meeting was organized at once ; 
an address voted to His Excellency, coupled 
with the strggeslidn that the work bo com 
menced at once, so that when spring opens, 
Yale will he tho head of navigation. Prop- 
erty went up at once one hundred per cent. 
It is hoped the project will be pursued to 
completion. 



— J. D. Car- 
roll, Esq., will shortly erect a fire-proof brick 
warehouse, on Yates street, 30 by 80 foet, 
two stories. Webster & Co.'s now two-story 
brick, one of the finest buildings in tho 
town, is rapidly approaching completion.

LATEST FOREIGN NEWS. 

By the arrival of ihe steamer Columbia, 
with mails, from Sun Francisco, on Satur- 
day, wo have several days later intelligence 
from California and the Atlantic States. The 
news is not important. 

A fresh excitement prevailed in the vicin- 
ity of Harper's Ferry and Charleatown, 
caused by rumors that a body of 500 men, 
from Ohio, were marching to rescue Brown 
and his associate insurrectionist-'. The ru- 
mor was probably without foundation. 

Troops were concentrating about Charles- 
ton and Harper's Kerry, to be in readiness 
for my emergency. 

It is reported that Governor Wise had re- 
ceived a despatch from Governor Chaso, of 
Ohio, to the effect that John Brown, Jr., had 
organized a force of from GOO to 1000 men, 
and would inarch to the rescue of his father. 
Governor Wise replied, that if Governor 
Chase allowed them to cross the lines of 
Ohio, ho would institute proceedings against 
him on the charge of high treason. 

On the 22d of November, Gov. Wise had 
an interview with the condemned prisoners, 
and urged them to prepare for death; brown 
declared himself teady : Cook insisted to be 
shot, but not bung. Guv. Wise expressed 
his determination to execute them all. 

Brownsville is safe— 300 troops, volun- 
teers ami rangers were stationed there at the 
last accounts.: The chic!" officer of Cortinas, 
held a prisoner, was hung without a trial. 
. Nothing can yet bo positively ascertained 
concerning the precise object of sending 
large bodies of troops to the Rio Grande, 
further than the protection ofilr.it frontier 
from the attacks of the forces of Cortinas, to 
utterly destroy which is the object of the 
Administration. 

As it was but recently supposed in official 
quarters that the two companies from Fort 
Clarke, and the one from Baton Rouge, 
would be sufficient to check the movements 
of that brigand, the augmentation of the 
troops just ordered has naturally excited sus- 
picions, ot other contemplated measures. 

Various speculations are indulged in, hut 
the most plausible theory, founded on cci- 
tain revelations, deemed to be reliable, is 
that Spain, France, ami England meditate 
prompt action for the satisfaction ol claims 
in which their subjects aie interested, and 
which may involve the national existence 
of Mexico, qr thesubsfitution of a monarchy 
under die protection of those Powers. 

In view of these circumstances and prob- 
abilities, the. {Joi ted States may feel con- 
strained to occupy the northern part of 
.Mexico to secure tin; satisfaction of the 
claims of our own citizens against that 
country, as well as for the security of Ameri- 
cans on the frontier, 

From all that can be ascertained) it is fair 
to presume that some of the vessels of the 
Hume Squadron will soon proceed to Vera 
Cruz and other ports of Mexico j indeed, 
this seems to be certain, so interesting are 
the reported purposes of France, F.ngland 
and Spain, now regarded in official quartets, 
Gen. Joe Lane has returned to Washing- 
ton City, hut with chop-fallen prospects, 
since the Oregon election. Mr. Buchanan, 
and others, who favored his pretensions lor 
the Presidency, give him the Cold shoulder 
now. 

The dissolution of the Union, is to be the 
Democratic cry, in Congress, this winter. 
The tactics are now arranging. Socommer- 
cial ami cotton nerves had better he pro- 
pared. 

Information from reliable sources at Pike's 
Peak, not designed for publication, stales 
the productive gold capacity as exceeding 
anything yet discovered in the world. Rus- 
sell, Majors & Co., army contractors, have 
made airangemenls lor the transportation of 
eighty thousand passengers, when the sea- 
son opens. 

It >s stated in a Washington dispatch to 
the New York Tribune, that it' tin- British 
government removes Gov. Douglas, in con- 
sequence of his course with respect lo Nan 
Juan, the President will, as a matter nl cour- 
tesy, recall Gen. Harney, but no! otherwise, 
since such art act might he construed into 
an abandonment of the American claim to 
the island. 

Mr. Howe, of Nova Scotia, will probably 
succeed Gov. Douglas. 

Mr. Ward, Minister to China, recently 
expressed a wish to return home, after ex- 
changing ratifications of the treaty, but the 
President objects, and thinks he should go 
to Shanghae to settle the American claims, 
for which it provides. Mr. McLane, now in 
Mexico, took French leave of China during 
tho late Administration, and Mr. Ward is 
similarly disposed. 

A dispatch from New Orleans, of Nov. 
23, says that the bandits under Cortinas 
would be subdued before reinforcements 
could reach Brownsville. 

We learn that dispatches from Washing- 
tori, dated November 23. stale that diffi- 
culty between the United States and Great 
Britain, touching the Clayton-Buhver treaty, 
will be amicably adjusted, through the 
agency of Mr Wyke, British Minister in 
Central America. 

Tho slaver Memphis, with TOO slaves, 
had eluded the British cruisers on the Afri- 
can coast, and got clear oil' to sea. 

A dispatch from Norfolk of the 23d, 
Mates that it had been ascertained that an 
attempt would he made to run die slaves 
from Northampton, Eastern shore of Vir- 
ginia, to Canada, on the 26th. A good deal 
of excitement was created in consequence. 

Late dates from Vera Cruz say that Mi- 
ramon and ? Marquez had fled the country, 
carrying off the #2,000,000 they had stolen 
from the concludes, ami that Miramon s troops 
hfuUlecIared for Santa Anna. 

A Costly Affair. — Before the closo of 
tho present year, the Grand Trunk Railway 
will bo complete- to Detroit, Michigan, a 
distance of 86'2 miles in a direct lino, with 
branches in addition; making 1,099 miles of 
complete rilway, including tho Victoria 
Bridge, costing upwards of $«0,000,000. 



Meeting of the FbkB Negroes of 
Cincinnati. — The Commercial of the 14th 
says : 

The colored people of Cincinnati have 
called a mass meeting to he held to-night 
in the New street church, for the purpose of 
initiating measures to securo ihe attention 
of the Legislature of Ohio to their rights. — 
They propose to prepare an address and a 
respectful petition to trie Legislature to pass 
laws to protect them against kidnapping 
without a fair investigation. This move- 
ment was called into life by recent hasty 
proceedings in United Stales Commis- 
sioners' Court in this city, involving the 
liberty of alleged fugitive slaves.

Another bill has passed the House "au- 
thorizing the Governor to oiler a te.vard for 
the capture of Cortinas" tho Mexican brig- 
and or any of the leader's of his band.
